1 . An Amendment After-Final was filed 10/14/05 in which Claim 23 was cancelled. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12-21 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a 
reconfigurable leg and wheel device comprising, inter alia, 

an array of components joined in series configurable as 1) an articulated leg with an 
upper leg coupled at an axis to a body, a lower leg coupled to the upper leg, and a foot coupled 
to the lower leg, the elements movable in a walking motion, and, 2) a wheel with the three leg 
elements forming a circular outer surface, and being rotatable about an axis in a rotational 
motion.
